Inomata et al. (US 6,751,074), Miyazawa et al. (US 6,510,074) and Koganei (US 
6,480,411) disclose an apparatus and associated method for recording in a nonvolatile 
magnetic memory device having a recording layer similar to that of the present 
application, but fail to teach "applying a given magnetic field to said recording layer 
applying a first electric field to said recording layer under said magnetic field, and 
applying a second electric field to said recording layer under said magnetic field so that 
a hole carrier concentration of said recording layer is reduced lower than at the 
application of said first electric field, to invert a magnetization of said recording layer and 
thus, realize recording operation for said recording layer" as claimed in the independent 
claim 1.
